Deputy's Bullet Kills 
Fleeing Benton Man

John Smietanka today ruled 
"justifiable homicide" in the 
death of a Benton township man 
who was shot by a sheriff's of 
ficer during a police chase Sa- 
turday night 


Lt Douglas A Tiefenbach 


fired the fatal shot after two 
men got out of a car that had 
crashed into a a tree in a field 
off Naomi road, Sodus township, 
according to Sheriff's Capt 
Ronald Immoos, who coordinat- 
ed the investigation 


The chase began after a man 


with a shotgun was seen at San- 
dalic's, grocery-gasoline station, 
Pipe&tone road and Nlckerson 
avenue, Sodus township 


The shooting victim was 


identified as Percy Lee Brown 
Jr , 21, of 1830 Highland avenue

described by police as. a com- 
panion of Brown's 


Smietanka ruled "Under the 


circumstance, in this case- 
evidence indicates it was jus- 
tifiable homicide." 


Smietanka said Gayles was to 


be arraigned in Fifth District 
court today on a charge ot at- 
tempted armed robbery at San- 
dalle's store. Smietanka said his 
office also was considering a 
charge of of felony murder 
against Gayles because Gayles 
was In company of Brown dur- 
ing an alleged felony 


Inunoos reported Brown was 


shot in the back of the head by a 
slug from a .357 magnum ser- 
vice pistol fired by Tiefenbach 
at a range of about 100 yards 
after Tiefenbach shouted orders 
for two men to stop. 


Before the auto crwhed into 


the tree, TMenbach fired four 
other shots from the same pis- 
tol, Immoos said. Immoos said 
one broke the windshield and 
two others hit fenders, but none 
of these injured the occupants.

While his first and third points ap-

"Being a blacksmith and 


Having my own business will' 
sure beat working on an assem- 


bly line," said laid-off auto 
worker Dave Hogan of South- 
gate, "UI fail It will be my own 
fault." 


For 
35-year-old 
Susan 


Scribner of Upton, Mass., one of 
three women In the class, 
becoming a blacksmith is just 
one more step toward total 
Independence. 


"I have a self-sufficient farm 


'near Upton,"' she explained. 
"Learning to shoe my own 
horses will make it e\en more 
self-sufficient:" 


The group spent one recent 


morning trimming mares, a 
relatively easy task. But they 
vere going to 'spend the after- 
noon wilh yearlings who had" 
had little contact with humans. 


Leaning on a corral fence, 


school owner and instructor Red 
Tomlmson puffed his pipe as he 
watched the students work. 


"It takes a tough person, 


someone with a lot of guts who 


> not afraid of work, W make it 
as a blacksmith." he said.

blacksmith before opening his 
school three years ago.
